strongly  suspect,  and  if  I  am  right,  I  am 
quite  sure  that  after  reading  his  criticism, 
the  writer  reflectively  nibbed  the  end  of  his 
pen,  und  debated  whether  he  should  not 
resume  his  labot  and  paint  in  those  shadows, 
which  his  good  taste  and  sound  judgment 
assured  him  were  demanded,  in  order  to 
produce  the  proper  effect.  Lack  of  time  or 
good  nature,  however,  carried  the  day.  and 
he  ended  it  with  the  one  bold,  finishing 
touch,  “  that  if  the  criticism  was  gracious, 
so  was  the  entertainment."  This  latter 
statement  1  am  sure  was  most  strictly  true, 
but  the  actors,  the  audience  and  the  readers  I 
who  were  not  present  have  all  lost  a  benefit, 
because  our  critic  stopped  short  of  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  picture.  The  actors  would 
have  benefitted  by  a  careful  and  candid  ex- 1 
hibitiou  of  the  good  and  bad  points  of  their  J 
playing.  They  will  rnosf  of  them  doubtless 
play  again.  The  audience  would  have  been 
able  to  compare  their  own  impressions  with 
those  of  the  critic.  The  discussion  would 
have  been  interesting,  and  perhaps  profita¬ 
ble.  And  finally,  those  of  us  who  could 
not  attend,  would  have  had  a  better  idea  of 
what  went  on. 

It  may  seem  strange  that  I  take  it  fori 
granted,  that  there  were  faults  to  be  found, 
when  I  was  not  present  to  see.  As  to  that 
I  have  seen  some  very  fine  plays  and  actors, 
but  faultless,  never.  Who,  for  example.
